It must be recognized, though, 
that the increasing emphasis on intelligence effectiveness, which has growing 
support from Congress and the public (or at least the press) and inevitably 
implies a return in some part to older intelligence practices and values, is 
diminishing the emphasis on “openness." Consequently, I am frankly reluctant 
to press the issue unless it is considered quite important.
